District  of  Yale.— (Yale  Division.)

Rocky  Mountains,  the  Eastern  boundary  of  the 
Province ; on  the  East  by  the  .said  Eastern  boundary 
of  the  Province ; and  on  the  South  bv  the  49th 
Parallel,  the  Southern  boundary  of  the  Province. 


District  of  Cariboo.
